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FOCUS  ON  FACT

OUR  SHIFTING  GOVERN¬ 
MENT  ....  For  the  second1 
time  this  year,  the  date  of  the 
primary  election  has  been 
changed.  It  is  the  fourth  time 
within  four  years. 

The  reapportioned  Con¬ 
gressional  Districts  were  de¬ 
clared  Illegal  last  year,  but 
the  Congressional  elections 
were  held  In  the  Illegal  dis¬ 
tricts  anyway. 

No  authority  is  given  the 
Federal  Government  by  the 
Constitution  to  determine  the 
construction  of  State  govern¬ 
ments.  The  New  Jersey  Con¬ 
stitution  provides  that  each 
county  shall  have  one  Senator 
and  the  number  of  Assembly- 
men  shall  be  apportioned  among 
the  counties  according  to  popu¬ 
lation.  Reapportionment  hasta-  • 
ken  away  the  one  Senator  pro¬ 
vision  from  smaller  counties, 
and  provided  larger  counties 
with  more  than  one.  Bergen 
with  five  Senators  and  ten 
Assemblymen  will  get  no  better 
representation  or  better  legis¬ 
lation  than  before. 

rhe  result  Hn..  Jcreii  .u  create 
Instability  In  place  of  stability, 
uncertainty  for  certainty,  and 
confusion  and  distrust  in  the 
minds  of  the  people. 

Congressman  John  R.  Ra- 
rick  of  Louisiana  has  now  come 
up  with  a  suggestion  for  a  new 
kind  of  “reapportionment”.  As 
reported  in  the  Congressional 
Record  of  February  13,  1967,  he 
said: 

“If  you  consider  yourself 
to  be  an  American  and  believe 
In  representative  government, 
regardless  of  your  feelings  on 
the  reapportionment  decision, 
consider  this  constitutional 
case  for  reapportionment. 

“The  United  Nations  Or¬ 
ganization  has  a  total  of  122 
voting  members.  Using  popu¬ 
lations  census  figures  from  the 
World  Almanac,  we  find  the 
1960  population  of  New  York 
City  to  be  7,781,984.  Compare 
the  populations  of  69  voting 
members  of  the  United  Nations 


Organization  with  that  of  New 
York  City.” 

He  then  gave  a  chart  show¬ 
ing  the  populations  of  69  (over 
half)  of  the  voting  members, 
each  of  which  had  populations 
less  than  New  York  which  has 
no  vote.  10  members  of  the 
U.N.  General  Assembly  with 
10  votes,  each  have  popula¬ 
tions  smaller  than  Rhode  Is¬ 
land  which  has  no  vote.  The 
U.S.S.R.,  Byelorussia  and  the 
Ukraine  give  the  Soviet  Union 
3  votes,  while  the  United  States 
with  50  states  has  only  one 
vote. 

Pointing  out  that  U.N.Am- 
bassador  Arthur  Goldberg  was 
on  the  Supreme  Court  that 
issued  the  one-man,  one-vote 
edict,  and  that  Goldberg  es¬ 
pouses  the  cause  of  “a  world 
ordered  under  the  law,”  Con¬ 
gressman  Rartck  continued: 

"Although  unelected  by  our 
people  and  approving  of  this 
gross  discrimination  against 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  • 
even  Mr.  Goldberg,  as  a  legally 
trained  man,  should  awaken  to 
“tne  ueeus  of  trie  times  and  be 
expected  to  reason  and  recog¬ 
nize  this  conspiracy  against 
‘equal  rights’  for  his  once  fell¬ 
ow  countrymen.  For  as  a  once 
jurist  he  must  realize,  under 
his  rule  of  law,  nothing  enacted 
or  considered  by  an  un¬ 
apportioned  body  can  become  a 
valid  binding  law  against 
Americans,  whether  by  treaty, 
Executive  order,  or  otherwise. 
It  Is  but  a  farce.  To  comply 
violates  the  law  of  our  land. 
To  enforce  it,  treaspn.”

President  Gallo  open¬ 
ed  the  meeting  to  the  publ ic.  The  concensus  of  opinion  was 
that  Mr.  De  Nooyer's  shortcomings  should  be  shared  equally 
with  all  past  Boards... that  he  was  being  made  the  scapegoat 
.....and  that  he  should  not  be  transferred  from  his  present 
position  as  School  Board  Secretary, 

After  the  public  hearing  there  was  a  short  caucus  and  up¬ 
on  reconvening  the  Board  voted  unanimously  to  accept  Mr. De- 
Nooyer's  resignation  effective  June  30,  1967.  Then  Trustee 
Staudinger  made  the  fol lowing  motion,  seconded  by  Trustee 
Mary  Morgan: 

"RESOLVED, on  recommendations  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  Board  of  Education  appoint  Lambert  DeNooy¬ 
er  as  a  teacher  in  the  high  school  for  a  period  commen¬ 
cing  September  I,  1967  and  terminating  June  30,  1968, 
assignment  would  be  Nth  grade  English  and  Journalism 
.  with  possible  reassignment  to  either  Social  Studies  or 
Guidance  if  an  appropriate  vacancy  develops  in  either 
department . 

RESOLVED,  the  salary  of  Lambert  DeNooyer  as  high 
school  teacher  shall  be  $9,400  for  the  1967-68  school 
year,  (Step  14  -  Master's  Guide)." 

BOARD  NOT  OBLIGATED 

The  motion  was  carr i ed  with  seven  votes  in  the  affirma¬ 
tive  and  two  against.  Mr.  Vaccaro  and  Mrs.  Lopchuk  cast 
negative  votes. 

Mr.  Vaccaro  observed  that  this  question,  which  has  many 
facets,  should  have  been  resolved  by  the  previous  Board. 
He  said  This  Board  is  wi thout  ob I  i gat  ion  to  an  a dm i n i s- 
t rat or  being  paid  $11, 000 .  I  cannot  recommend  him  as  an 

English  teacher . he  has  not  taught  in  20  years.  We're 

creating  a  situation  for  which  the  Board  will  be  criti¬ 
cized.  He  said  if  another  individual  applied,  without 
prior  practical  experience  in  teaching  English,  the  Board 
would  not  approve  the  action.  He  added  he  felt  a  special 
situation  was  being  created  "to  take  care  of  Mr.  DeNooyer." 

Mrs.  Lopchuk  said  she  felt  that  if  the  Presentment  was 
strong  enough  to  warrant  taking  Mr.  De  Nooyer  out  of  the 
business  off  ice,  she  could  not  see  transferring  him  into 
a  teaching  position.

Green  Thumb  Tips|

As  you  transplant  seedlings 
into  the  garden,  give  a  thought 
to  future  watering.  Rainfall  or 
water  from  the  hose  will  gather 
in  depressions  in  the  soil.  If 
you  leave  a  slight  depression 
around  each  newly  set  plant 
and  eliminate  any  nearby, 
you'll  insure  the  moisture  so 
necessary  for  the  growth  of 
the  plants.

It  is  a  great  mistake  to 
garden  when  the  soil  is  wet. 
If  it  should  happen  to  be  large¬ 
ly  clay,  working  it  while  wet 
will  result  in  a  product  closely 
resembling  concrete  —  certain¬ 
ly  not  a  medium  in  which 
plants  will  grow  happily. 

*  *  * 

The  time  to  eliminate  weeds 
is  when  they  sprout.  Then  it's 
simple  to  dislodge  the  roots 
with  a  cultivator.  Later,  when 
weeds  have  grown,  the  weeding 
job  takes  both  time  and  effort. 

*  *  * 

Some  annuals  bloom  so 
quickly  when  sown  from  seeds 
that  several  sowings  should  be 
made  to  keep  their  flowers  in 


your  garden  all  summer.  These 
include  annual  baby's  breath 
and  candytuft. 

Do  you  know  that  both  of 
these  flowers  may  he  grown  in 
colored  forms  as  well  as  the 
usual  white?  There  is  a  rose- 
colored  baby’s  breath  and  a 
mixture  of  seeds  of  candytuft 
available  that  will  produce 
plants  with  lilac,  pink,  carmine 
and  cardinal  flowers  as  well  as 
white. 

... 

For  a  different  ingredient  in 
salads,  why  not  plant  endive? 
It’s  as  easy  to  grow  as  lettuce, 
but  don’t  bother  to  use  the 
seedlings  that  you  thin  because 
they  do  not  taste  sweet.  Wait 
until  plants  have  grown  and 
then  use  only  the  center  leaves, 
which  will  be  tender  and  deli¬ 
cious. 

*  *  * 

An  unusually  dainty  climbing 
plant  for  use  in  window  boxes, 
hanging  baskets  or  just  to 
cover  a  hare  bit  of  soil  is  the 
black-eyed  susan  vine.  Flower 
colors  are  yellow,  orange,  buff 
or  white  and  most  blooms  have 
the  black  eyes  of  their  name¬ 
sake. 

This  vine  grows  in  sun  but 
also  does  very  well  in  light 
shade.

This  year  opening  day  was 
cold  and  damp,  but  people  came 
from  town  and  city  to  line  the 
banks  of  streams  and  ponds  until 
there  was  no  more  room.  Many 
men  came  and  brought  along 
their  wives  and  small  children. 
Doctors,  lawyers,  politicians, 
judges  --  people  from  all  walks 
of  life  and  all  with  that  certain 
look  in  their  eyes  that  I  think 
you  might  call  "trout  fever.’’ 
Parking  space  along  the  high¬ 
ways  in  pompton  and  Oakland 
was  at  a  premium  and  in  many 
other  sections  of  North  Jersey 
it  was  the  same. 

Because  of  high  and  muddy 
waters,  catches  were  not  too 
good,  but  it  seems  as  though 
everybody  had  a  ball.  Although 
many  went  home  empty  handed, 
they'll  be  back  again  next  year 
on  that  magic  first  day.  Like  I 
always  say,  when  you  sort  of 
get  bogged  down  with  the  hum¬ 
drum  problems  of  everyday  liv¬ 
ing,  try  fishing! 

For  the  salt  water  fisherman 
things  are  really  beginning  to 
pick  up.  Reports  from  all  along 
the  Jersey  shore  is  that  the 
flounder  season  is  in  full  swing 
and  is  one  of  the  best  in  quite  a 
few  years.  Many  good  catches 
are  being  made,  especially  in 
the  Barnegat  Bay  area  and  Man- 
asquan  inlet.  Mackerel  are 
being  caught  below  Atlantic  City 
and  ling  and  whiting  are  being 
caught  offshore  around  Brielle 
and  the  Highlands. 

For  the  surf  fisherman  the 
news  is  good,  too,  as  stripers 
are  being  caught  in  good  num¬ 
bers  in  the  five  and  seven  pound 
class  in  the  Shrewsbury  and 
upper  Barnegat  area  and  should 
bring  some  action  along  the 
beaches  any  day  now.

George,  who 
is  retired  for  some  time,  now 
loves  to  fish  and  he  does  that 
every  chance  he  gets,  both  win¬ 
ter  and  summer.  A  real  salty  ' 
tar,  I’d  say.  He  had  just  re¬ 
turned  from  a  fishing  trip  to 
Waretown  on  Barnegat  Bay 
where  he  and  his  party  caught 
well  over  300  flounders.  This 
way  of  life  keeps  him  young,  | 
74  years  young,  in  fact. 

So  my  hat  is  off  to  you, 
George,  and  may  you  have  many 
more  good  fishing  trips  and 
clear  sailing  days  for  years 
to  come. 

Out  on  Long  Island  the  fish¬ 
ermen  are  doing  well  with  the 
flounders,  especially  on  the 


south  short  from  Captree  on  up 
to  Shlnecock  Bay  where  they 
are  of  good  size.  Peconlc  Bay 
is  producing  a  few  snow-shoe 
flounders  and  boatmen  say  it 
won’t  be  long  before  they  are 
really  in.  Sooo— -if  the  weather 
is  good  and  you  have  the  time 
this  weekend,  go  out  and  give 
it  a  try — you’ll  be  glad  you  did.
